F o r i am on« 
of those prudent Ilailieats, w ho believe that it is wiser to <*n- 
dure known evils for a while, than to apply rn^h em pirical 
rem edies; or w hat is worse still, confirming, and sanctifying 
palliatives. 
Odious as the word Radical is, to the ears of certain poii- 
th ’iaus, 1 would indulge in the hope, that a majority of this 
people, have the courage to look at the root of all our political 
evils. 
There is a wide difference between a radical inspec­ 
tion, and a violent radical remedy. 
The surgeon who would 
fear to probe a wound to the bottom , aad content him self 
w ith topical, and superficial appliances, would probably leave 
behind the seeds of gang re en and corruption. 
T here is a class of political!» called in Europe Conserva­ 
tives, who have such a holy horror for every innovation, that 
it may be wondered bow they can consent to change even 
their linen : yet every thing is changing iu the m oral, as 
well as in the physical w orld; and it w as a saying of Lock, 
1 believe, that he who abstains front new remedies, must 
subm it to old disorders. 
And again by somebody e lse :—that 
the reform which rem oves abuses, prevents the revolution 
that revenges them. 
In fact, where is the use of teaching ami 
preai h in g ; of studying, analyzing, and com paring, if we are 
never to change ? 
The tim es change, and we must change 
With them . 
No Christian will say, ilmt it was not go«*«l to 
change from Paganism to C hristianity: 
And no Protestant 
will adm it, that (lie change from Popery to Protestanism was 
an evil : And no American will dare openly to say, that we 
ought never to have separated from our m other country', and 
changed onr ibrin of governm ent. 
Now will any reasonable man, who believes in the pro­ 
gressive state of society ; or even in the efficacy of education, 
contend that we have arrived at the farthest bounds of hu­ 
man perfection, and civil governm ent ? 
Can any one imag­ 
ine, that laws und usages which worked well, and w«‘re ap­ 
plicable to one state of society, will work equally well in a 
state o f society tjnite different in many respects ? 
W ould 
any sensible man wish to see enforced lhe blue laws of Con­ 
necticut ; or many of our own proscriptive laws, against 
Q uakers nnd w itches ? 
Yet all these laws w'ere once thought 
very w ise; and they possess still the great recom m endation of 
antiquity ; which is enough in the eves of some persons, to 
authorize the incorporation «>f the whole Mosaic Code into 


o i k own statutes; and to rule this nation by the liible alone. 
The w ant of knowledge in m oral | hllosopby, applied to 
legislation, may he the cause of so much false, or inoperative 
law-making, which calls, annually, for volumes of new laws 
to amend, or explain the old ones; and they operate to the 
signal disadvantage of all, but the doctors who adm inister 
them. 
The dread of useful innovation is increased by the im pru­ 
dent cry of infidelity, or innovation in religion; for zealous 
sectarians are very apt to consider all who differ from them 
as infidels. 
Yet w ithout the liberty which they now deny to 
others—that of doubting the truth of ancient dogmas, they 
them selves, would have rem ained in w hat they call dam nable 
error. 
Judicious scepticism is the only practical route to im­ 
portant truth. 
Cicero, the declared enemy of all sophistry, 
said : u W hen the powers of reason, employed in the investi­ 
gation «>f causes and effects shall have been exercised to their 
fullest extent, the consequence will be, a wonderAil harmony 
and union of all science, and all philosophy.” 
To this end it m ay be hoped, that the pow er of reason may 
be allowed to correct political, m oral and religious sophistry, 
for the great good of our country. 
T«* this end it m ay be 
earnestly hoped, that the free spirit of investigation, which is 
now so evitlent in the old world, may also pervade, unob­ 
structed, this new world, which would seem to be its proper 
domain. 
The bold spirits of the age seem disposed to shake 
off the trammels, and burst through the narrow limits, in 
which they have b«*en so long confined by interested error. 
The subtleties of sophistry m ust give way t«* the conquering 
spirit of the tim es: because th«-same m ight) power, which 
called into action specious fraud, is now at work in aid of bet­ 
ter arnl more holy purposes. 
Interest is that great pow er; 
and if not already on the side of truth, it will soon be s o : 
that is, as soon as the greatest, and best worldly interest of 
the great numbers shall be well understood by them selves. 
They, w ith this best interest before them, w ill be the best and 
only safe expounders of political truth. 
The people are dis- 
«-overing daily, that truth is their best, nay their only friend. 
They have learnt also, that her trium ph depends on them , 
and they have the power to make it prevail. 
Let nmrnHsls, 
also rejoice that the worldly interest of the greatest numbers, 
will prove tlte best foundation for sound m orality.
